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False Economy In 
Margarine Sales 


“Where ignorance is bliss, ‘tis 
folly to be wise” seems to aptly 
describe the joy with which con- 
sumers greeted this week’s drop in 
butter prices. Few people have 
thought beyond the fact that butter 
is cheaper and are not concerned 
about why it is cheaper or what 
effect it will have on their own 
welfare or the welfare and econ- 
omy of our whole society. When 
one delves into the problem it 
looks as if the Canadian consumer 
has gained little and lost much, 

Butter is cheaper because the 
manufacture and sale of over 80,- 
000,000 pounds of margarine dur- 
ing the past year has created a 
surplus of butter and so the con- 
suming public perhaps saves a few 
thousands of dollars and his neigh- 
bor, the farmer, will lose an equal 
amount. It is as simple as that, but 
that is only the beginning of the 
story. 

In the first place the production | 
of butter has always been a sort | 
of bumper to take up the slack in 
the seasonal rise or fall in the 
production of milk. In other words 
butter production is something of 
a by-product of the milk producing 
industry, and like any other in- 
dustry, take away the profits from 
the by-products and the origional 
must sell for more. And so the 
consumer may find that what he 
saves on the purchase of margarine 
he will eventually pay out in high- 
er prices for milk. 

There is no question that the 
sale of margarine has been a seri- 
ous economic blow to Canadian ag: 
riculture. A prosperous agriculture 
is the best insurance of a prosper- 
ous Canadian economy. The drop 
in butter prices will be adversely 
felt in almost every phase of our 
society. These aspects are import- 
ant as they affect Canadian agri- 
culture but the more ironical aspect 
of it all has less to do with the 
farmer and affects the consumer 
directly. 

Butter is an animal product, pro- 
duced and manufactured in all 
its various processes entirely in 
Canada by Canadians. Margarine 
is 80% vegetable oil and about 
18% water, and while the water) 
may be Canadian the vegetable , 
oils are produced almost entirely | 
in America. In other words the re- 
turns from the sale of some 80,000,. 
000 pounds of margarine produced 
in 1949 for Canadians at a value 
of something like 28,000,000 of dol- 
lars was a boon to the American 
farmer and the various handlers 
and processors, but a dead loss to 
our Canadian economy. 

With our unfavorable trade bal- 
ance with the U.S. again increas- 
ing at an alarming rate, and more 
import restrictions becoming neces- 
sary, it means that we will do 
without green vegetables in winter 
such as lettuce and celery and vital 
citrus fruits in order to import 
vegetable oils for manufacture of 
margarine. We will have to do 
without many things from house- 
hold gadgets to expensive machin- 
ery in order to conserve American 
dollars so that the packers might 
import vegetable oils for the pro- | 
fitable manufacture of margarine. 

We hear a lot about the untold 
resources of the American tourist | 
industry and the beneficial results 
it has on Canadian’ balance of 
trade. Like margarine this is 18% 
eyewash, Last year when the Ca- 
nadian and American tourist bust- 
ness was balanced off Canada had 
a favorable balance of something 
like $97,000,000, At the same time 
basing our calculations on a 12. | 
month period, 90 million pounds 
of margarine were manufactured 
for Canadian consumers, the ingre- 
dients for which were largely im- 
ported from the U.S, In other words 
almost 30% of the favorable trade 
balance we were able to build up 
from the tourist industry was lost 
by the importation of vegetable 
oils for the manufacture of mar- 
garine for Canadians. From where 
we are that looks like a saving in 
reverse, The slap-happy consumer 
who rejoices over the drop in butter

THE CHIGNECTO CANAL 


Demands for the construction of 
the Chignecto Canal are growing 
stronger each day in Canada's At- 
lantic region. In the last year, 
more than 90 organizations, with 
tens of thousands of members have 
passed resolutions urging that the 
project be undertaken by the fed- 
eral government. 

First proposed as far back as 
1686 by Jacques de Meulles, In- 
tendent of New France, the Chig- 
necto Canal would cross the 18- 
mile-wide Isthmus of Chignecto. 
This neck of land, which joins 
Nova Scotia to New Brunswick, 


separates the Bay of Fundy from| 


the Gulf of St. Lawrence. By pre- 
venting inland navigation between 
these two bodies of water the 
isthmus greatly increases transpor- 
tation costs and acts as a_ barrier 
to trade.

STRIKES AND GREAT AUKS 


Evidence is accumulating that the strike—particu- 
larly the industry-wide version which weakens the 
entire country and hits right through to the individual 
—has been overdone and that, as a means of bettering 
labour s lot, it is outdated. 

In the past, industrial strife between management 
and union generally resulted in improving the working 
man's welfare but, as unions became more powerful 
and individuals fought to retain authority at the top 
of the labour heap, the original bright concept of} 
unionism began dimming. 

Today, the high priests of the labor bodies occupy 
their exalted positions because of their ability to gain 
concessions for their rank and file. If they fail to get| 
something more out of management as each new con-| 
tract is negotiated, their ambitious lieutenants and | 
more successful opponents deploy for their dethrone-|! 
ment. It has become a battle by top unionists to retain | 
power. Unfortunately, in their struggle to remain at! 
the pinnacle of what is just as much a career as any, 
other line of endeavour, they prefer the strike to the 
bargaining table. 

But there is evidence that the legend of invinci- 
bility which top union men have built up about them- 
selves is not above destruction. Management which for 
several years has followed a policy of appeasement 


and unconsciously contributed to this myth of invinci- | 


bility, has—and this is noticeable in the United States 
particularly—-decided to abandon the supine attitude 
and face the fact that preservation of our system of 
competitive enterprise, despite the steady advance of 
the labouristic society, is of paramount importance. 

The toll taken by a lengthy strike certainly makes 
a midget out of gains. Anyone endowed with a fair 
share of common sense can understand this. But when 
will common sense start to assert itself? 

We do not gainsay labour’s right to strike if the 
laws of the country are complied with, but we do re- 
spectfully suggest that the strike be a means to im- 
prove the lot of labour, if not yet obsolete like the 
horse-drawn street car and the great auk, is certainly 
obsolescent.
